‘Calls Conference 


On Plans to End 
liliteracy Here 


Pians for holding a conference at 
which educational, industrial, civic 
and leaders of other interests will 
be brought together to discuss 
means of stamping out illiteracy in 
Atlanta and Fulton county, were an- 
nounced Tuesday by Superintendent 
of Schools W. A. Sutton. 

The conference wil be held at the 
chamber of commerce next Thursday 
week, October 13. at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Invitations will be 
sent to State Superintendent of 
Schools M. L. Britain and other state 
officiais; to county educational of- 
ficers and to representatives of the 
school forces, the religious, social, 
industrial aud civic bodies in the 
city. . . 
Mr. Sutton evolved the plan for 
the illiteracy conference. He car- 
ried it before a meeting of the schov) 
principals held at 1 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon at city hall, asking their 
co-operation. Later in the after- 
noon he addressed the teachers’ ad- 
visOry committee, requesting the 
help of its members. 

It is the ieda of the superintend- 
ent to carry instruction to the il- 
literates, ‘~ stead of trying to build 
up classes und schools, which has 
been done heretofore, and at their 
best reached only asma!] percentage 
of those without knowledge of how 
to read and write. 

Experience has taught him, he 
stated to the teachers, that no more 
than a smail number of adult illit- 
erates ever can be persuaded to at- 
tend a school,and the burden of 
their enlightenment lies on the 
shoulders of those teachers and oth- 
ers who are willing to visit them in- 
dividually in their homes. 

Superintendent Sutton stated that 
the recent government census dis- 
closed that there are 12,000 persons 
in Fulton county who cannot read 
even their own names, and with the 
census as a guide, they can be 
readily located. 

“If the teachers and educational 
forces will get behind this situation, 
we can have wonderful success,” as- 
Serted the superintendent. The 
teachers assurerd him of their deep 
interest and willingness to co-op- 
erate.

TALK THAT HURTS. 

In addressing his company’s em- 
ployees a few days ago Vice Presi- 
dent Atterbury, of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad, made statements that 
were not only baseless but posi- 
tively harmful in their tendency. 

He is quoted by the Associated 
Press as having said at one stage 
of his address: 

“We are suffering right now from 
one of the greatest panicS we ever 
had. The world wants what we 
manufacture, and we, with. six or 
seven millions of Men out of em- 
ployment, want the opportunity to 
sell the world whatever we can 
manufacture.” 

The department of labor recently 
published a report on unemploy- 
ment, in which it estimated that 
not less than 5,000,000 working men 
are out of jobs in this country. 

From various sources the depart- 
ment received severe criticism for 
publishing those figures, because 
it was variously argued, the esti-. 
mate was a gross exaggerataion 
and pictured the unemployment 
situation as being much worse 
than it really is. 

Yet Mr. Atterbury has, it seems, 
gone the labor department some- 
thing like 2,000,000 better. 

Also, it was neither discreet nor 
accurate for him to say that “we 
are suffering right now from one 
of the greatest panics we ever 
had.” 

For that matter, we have pro- 


riod of after-war readjustment 
without even the semblance of a 
panic. 

For the first time in American 
history we have passed through a 
protracted season of severe busi- 
ness depression with no panic. 

True, the stage was all set fora 
genuine, old-fashioned panic, such 
as we used to have now and then 
before the Federal Reserve bank- 
ing system was put on the job!

FAITH WITHOUT WORKS. 

Il am often asked whether Epsom 
salts, lemon juice and vinegar would 
reduce weight or take off superflu- 
ous flesh from this or that part of 
the palpitating, overnourished hu- 
Man frame.

I have answered no, 
with variations, in reply to these 
queries. Many correspondents in- 
quire whether rubber garments, cor- 
Sets, massage and sweat baths will 
reduce slacker flesh. They will not. 

A fat man is a peculiarly patient, 
docile and non-irritable creature. 
Complacently he watches the 
growth of his corpulency. and feels 
the insidious shortening of his wind

—and his life—yet rarely does he 
Set out and burn any of the ex- | 
cess off. and still more rarely does, 
he cut down the allowanee of fuel. 
Not he. He isn’t built that way. 
When a man commences to grow 
fat, he first feels a little proud of 
it. He mistakes the rising paunch 
for a badge of strength or vigor— 
he confuses his belly with his chest, 
perhaps from faulty eyesight. He 
keeps on eating to the verge of 
apoplexy and sitting tizht—very 
tight indeed. Not until it is too 


late does he slowly eceoéme to the 
realization that he ts a gone dog. 

It is entirely different with the 
stout woman. A woman begins wor- 
rying about the loss of her figure 
before there ts any threat of a loss, 
so far as the expert eye can per- 
ceive. Scores and scores of wom- 
en, yes, even married women (who, 
alas, no longer have the sense we 
formerly conceded to a woman old 
enough to sign herself Mrs.), have 
asked for advice on reduction when, 
as a matter of fact, their weight 
was normal or even below the ideal. 

A great many obese women do, 
however, place too much stress, on 
faith without works in this bést- 
ness of reduction. That accounts 
for the questions about salts, cam- 
phor, rubber tights, corsets. cucum- 
ber rubs and electric frying. 

There are two possible ways to 
reduce abnormal flesh without in- 
jury and generally with actual ben- 
efit to the health of the subject, 
and these are: (1)—eating less and 
(2)—exercising more. Yea, there 
are three ways, for a few unfortu- 
nate victims of glandular insuffi- 
ciency, the third being glandular 
therapy, that is, the administration 
of appropriate glandular extracts or 
hormones medicinally by the pa- 
tient’s own physician—there is no 
other safe way in which this third 
method may be employed. 

The fear of hunger or starvation 
is so deep rooted in the human mind 
that It takes strong conviction for 
the obese individual to eut down 
his or her tntake of food. The ha- 
tred for work is such a universa! 
trait of civilized people that not 
one in a dozen obese individuals 
re doom | anxious to reduce will 
adhere for any length of time to 
the amount of daily exercise which 
is indispensable for success in any

Scores Spirit of Intoler- 
ance in Atlanta at Meet- 
‘ing of Baptist Women’s 
Missionary Union. 


The present’is the strategetic mo- 
ent for missionary work to be 


lig done in Atlanta and Georgia in be- 


half of thé Baptist spirit of reli- 
glous freedom, the twelfth annual 
meeting of the Baptist Woman’s 
Missionary Union of the Atlanta 
district was told Tuesday afternoon 
by Dr. Ashby Jones, pastor of the 
Ponce De Leon Baptist church. The 
méeting which was held in the First 
Baptist church, was attended by 
delegates from practically al} the 
Baptist churches in Atlanta ‘and 
neighboring towns. 

“I salute you as missionaries at 
_this strategetic moment,” said Dr. 
Jones to the Baptist women, “and 
beg that you will make your full 
influence felt to make the Baptist 


% spirit of religious freedom a power 


in Atlanta and Georgia.” 

Dr. Jones began his address by 
asking what was the supreme con- 
tribution of the Baptists to the life 
of the world and answered this 
question by saying, in his belief, 
that it was the bestowal of the 
spirit of religious freedom. 

Church and State. 

A corollary of this principle of 
~ religious freedom, maintained the 
speaker, was the complete separa- 
tion of ‘church and state. This 
means, he said, that the state must 
not in any way use favoritism to 
any religious denomination. ‘The 
very moment you say the Bible 
must be read in the public schools, 
that moment you coerce every 


American citizen to pay taxes to! 


support your Bible—and such a 
Bible is not a Baptist Bible,” was 
one of the statements made by Dr. 
Jones.. 

. A corresponding obligation to this 
privilege of religious freedom, 
which the Baptists have always 


claimed, is the duty to grant to all 
other persons the same right of 
spiritual liberty, declared the speak- 
ex. “Shame on us if we resent en- 
croachments on our own right to 
religious freedom and should not 
spring to the defense of every Jew 
when his rights in this respect are 
attacked,” he continued. Dr. Jones 
deplored the condition of things in 
Atlanta, which has resulted in one 
of the city representatives intro- 
ducing a resolution condemning a 
religious organization. On the sub- 
ject of the Knights of Columbus 
oath, the Baptist minister stated 
that a@ committee of congress only 
quoted the oath attributed to that 
Organization to brand it as a lie. 

“If such conditions prevail in At- 
lanta, why should not the council 
of New York city, which we are led 
to believe is largely made up of 
Roman Catholics, pass resolutions 
criticising the religious- system of 
the Baptists?” the speaker asked 
his auditors,
